Holland 


they take these tiali out of the canals 
and pack them 
in cool cellars in wet 


moss, and instead of dying they grow 
fat, being fed by sweet cow's milk for 
many mouths in the year. 
They are 


the 
longest lived fish iv the world, 


having Been 
known to live from 
150 


to LOO years. 
Tn England they attain 


a 
weight 
of 
eighteen 
to 
twenty 


pounds. 
Ou 
the 
continent 
they 


have been known to reach as much as 
forty pounds. 
This Ush wus brought 


to America 
by Henry Robinson, 
of 


Orange 
county, 
New 
York, from 


France in 1832 and placed in his ponds 
in that county, where they have ever 
since been 
propagated, 
supplying the 


tables of New York aud other cities. 
About the introduction of the carp into
